_ sidering In Meu of the language contained in Chapter II of H.R, 7278, the 
Supplemental Appropriationa bill presently before your Subcommittee, 


As the Director testified before your Subcommittee on 15 July, CIA 
was unable to make a firm recommendation ag to the proposed location 
for ite new headquarters inctallation when we appeared before the House 
Appropriations Committee, because the Congress had not completed 
action on the Military Construction Bill, Title IV of which authorized 
thia construction, However, with the passage of the Military Construce 
tion Bill, we were able to testify before your Committee that CIA would 
prefer to locate its headquarters inatallation on Government-owned land 
at Langley, Virginia. In order for us to utilize this alte, it becomes 
necessary to Insure that the extension of the George Washington Memorial 
Parkway, authorized by Title IV of P.L, 161, will be completed from its. 
present terminua to the Langley site at the same time that our own instale- | 
lation is ready for occupancy, Of the total estimated cost of $8.5 million 
for the Parkway extension, $4 million is essential for acquisition of right 
of way and construction during the present fiacal year so that we canbe 
certain of the use of the Langley site for planning purposes. While it ie 

| not impossible to modify detail plans and specifications for one site so as 
to make them adaptable to another, certainly the site ie an extremely 
mportane fectos in such planning. | _

_ @ite. Inthe alternative, if the Committee feels that funds should not be 
appropriated at this time for the Parkway extension, appropriation of not 
to excced $1 million for acquisition of a site claewhere is requested, in 
addition to the $3 million for plans and specifications, 


Although the House Committee recommended that $3 million be 
appropriated from prior«year, unobligated balances, it ia understood 
that they would prefer a direct appropriation for additional funds in con= 
nection with this project. Accordingly, it is recommended that $7 million 
be made available by a direct appropriation, rather than through the uee 
of unobligated balances, 


The Bureau of the Budget had approved the use of unobligated 
balances in its original submission of appropriations language to the House 
for this project. However, in view of the feeling of members of the House © 
Appropriations Committee on this matter, Mr. Huphes, the Director of 
the Bureau of the Budget, has written a letter to Mr. Dulles, dated 2! 
July 1955, stating that there ia no objection to our request for a direct 
appropriation at this time of not to exceed $7 for the purposea Indicated,
